The 
case has been traced back and it is 
known th at the disease first made its 
appearance in a herd of seven h u n ­ 
dred swine, fed from 
the garbage 
obtained from this Chinese ship. 
It was not recognized as the hoof 
and mouth disease until two dairy 
herds 
had 
become 
infected. 
Two 
veterinarians were called and quite 
promptly diagnosed the malady. 
The bureau of anim al husbandry 
a t 
Washington 
was 
immediately 
notified by telegraph of the epidemic. 
Dr. I. U. Houck, one of the burden 
officials, who had fought the disease 
in its other outbreaks, was so jo urn­ 
ing in California at the time, and he 
was immediately ordered to investi­ 
gate the case. 
Dr. Houck confirmed 
the diagnosis of the other veteri­ 
narians, as the hoof and mouth dis­ 
ease. 
Dr. John R. Mohler, chief of the 
bureau at Washington, at once or­ 
dered a large number of experienced 
veterinarians to California, and many 
ot them were on th eir way within 
an hour, so well was the work of 
mobilization conducted. 
In the meantime, the disease had 
spread to three counties. Q uarantine 
and slaughter was ordered of all i n ­ 
fected and adjacent herds, and in a 
short time it was th o u g h t that the 
disease was under control. 
The disease next made a jum p of 
over one hundred miles to a herd of 
several thousand rattle, where it was 
not immediately recognized. 
Large 
stork yards and p ark in g plants be­ 
came infected. 
There is a National 
forest which the government leases 
to large ranchers, whose herds n u m ­ 
ber from 1,100 to m an y thousand'-. 
The epidemic spread to these herds, 
and it became a herculean task to 
eradicate it. 
It is thought, th a t at the present 
time the disease has been brought 
under control, so far 
a s cattle are 
concerned, no outbreaks having oc­ 
curred for several weeks. 
But it has 
been learned th a t the deer in tho 
National forest are infected. 
This forest consists of very i n a o 
cessable country, only two mountain 
passes being possible for the passage 
of cattle. 
Veterinarians are living 
aright 
with 
these cattle, 
watching 
them night and day. 
The cattle will 
be 
taken out 
when 
cold 
weather 
comes, and kept under supervision. 
Susceptible animals will be placed in 
these herds to test for the disease. 
The forest will then be closed until 
the disease is eradicated from 'he 
deer. 
Something in the neighborhood of 
four million dollars has been expe nd­ 
ed thus far in fighting the disease.

THI. CITY HALL PROBLEM 


M a n y w h o r e a d th e minutes o f th e re c e n t c o u n c il m e e tin g 
d o u b tle s s w o n d e r e d w h y th e c o u n c il s h o u ld lie so d iv id e d on the 
issues of the occupany o f th e city bali. 
The council is alx:ut evenly divided on the issue whether it 
is better to devote the building to the purpose for which it was 
built or to lease a portion of it to outside parties. 
One side contends that the city hall was built to furnish ade­ 
quate quarters for all offices of the city, to provide a hall where 
public gatherings may be held and to properly house the refolds 
of the city in the vaults bu ill for that purpose. They contend that 
it costs the city approximately $5,000 to heat, pay interest on 
bonds, give janitor service and meet the depreciation on the city 
hall alone and that the council should deliver this service to bio 
citizens of Brainerd. 
They contend that at present 
the city 
< lerk’s records are unprotected while the city clefk’s office, which 
has all facilities, rents for $15 a month. 
They believe the hall 
should In* devoted to the purpose for which ii was built. 
The other side contends that flare is more room than is 
needed and that the council is justified in having its personnel 
meet in the small room intended for the police and deprive the 
public of a meeting place, to have the city clerk in a room without 
vault room, and to rent the public meeting place and three othei 
rooms to the business college even at a very low rental that the 
college may he retained iii the city and that the rent received ln»m 
all sources approximating $800 be added to the city treasury. 
I lie 
business college has paid $180 a year. 
A compromise was effected whereby the 
business 
college 
lease was extended Until dune I, 1925, but at a rental of $50 a 
month. 
The highway department, which has occupied the city 
clerk’s quarters at $15 a month, were assigned the rooms for­ 
merly occupied by th*' city clerk and state forester. The city clerk 
will occupy the rooms built for that purpose. 
This will give the business college adequate time to provide 
new quarters and gives a definite time when the city ball will be 
restored to the citizens.

THE CITY ll AEE PROBLEM 


M a n y who read the m inutes of the recent council meeting 
doubtless wondered why the council should be so divided on the 
issues of the occupany of the city hall. 
The council is about evenly divided on the issue whether ii 
is better to devote the building to the purpose for whieh it was 
built or to lease a portion of it to outside parties. 
One side contends that the city hall was built to furnish ade­ 
quate quarters for all offices of the city, to provide a hall where 
public gatherings may be held and to properly house the records 
of the city in the vaults built for that purpose. 
They contend that 
it costs the city approximately $5,000 to heat, pay interest on 
bonds, give janitor service and meet the depreciation on the city 
hall alone and that the council should deliver this service to the 
citizens of Brainerd. 
They contend that at present the city 
clerk’s records are unprotected while the city clerk’s office, which 
has all facilities, rents for $15 a month. 
They believe the hall 
should be devoted to the purpose for which it was built. 
The other side contends that there is more room than is 
needed and that the council is justified in having its personnel 
meet in the small room intended for the police and deprive* the 
public of a meeting place, to have the city clerk in a room without 
vault room, and to rent the public meeting place and three other 
rooms to the business college even at a very low rental that the 
college may be retained in the city and that the rent received from 
all sources approximating $800 be added to the city treasury. 
Tho 
business college has paid $180 a year. 
A compromise was effected whereby the 
business 
college 
lease was extended until June I, 1025, but at a rental of $50 a 
month. 
The highway department, which has occupied the city 
clerk’s quarters at $15 a month, were assigned tin* rooms for­ 
merly occupied by the city clerk and state forester. 
The city clerk 
will occupy the rooms built for that purpose. 
This will give the business college adequate time to provide 
new7 quarters and gives a definite time when the city hall will be 
restored to the citizens. 
The mayor voted with those who would have the city hall re­ 
stored to its original use.

that the express office employes marveled at the great amount 
which was received. 
The result of this shrubbery planting was 
very evident this summer, in beautified homes. 
When the peony show was announced, few expected much of 
an interest; but no event in the city’s recent history i overfed 
such a sponlaniety of interest. 
The result was a great interest iii 
this “queen of flowers.” 
The recent garden flower show conclusively reveals the real 
love of flowers among the residents of Brainerd. 
Many a visitor 
to the show expressed the thought that “ next year there will be 
m ore and better flowers in the yard which surrounds my home.” 
All this has been done without great cost to any one individ­ 
ual, but tile city is and will be a much prettier city, where greater 
contentment cannot but be the result. 
Those who intend to carry out their resolutions should re­ 
member that now is the time to put in the iris rhizomes, and that 
September is the month to plant peony roots. 
Peonies take two 
and three years to develop, and those who plant them this fall will 
not only insure their own pleasure, but add to 'the value and at­ 
tractiveness of our city by beautifying it. 
Brainerd has such a 
.splendid start iii flower growing that it should be continued and 
increased.
